The possibility of a tax on betting 
is a subject of much speculation, but 
the first question is, will Parliament 
legalise betting? 

I served for over 30 years with the 
Police Service. Betting was always & 
difficult subject. 

Betting is not a crime. It is in the 
eyes of the killjoys a social evil, 50 
are drink and prostitution, but we 
legalise drink to reduce it to its mini- 
mum, and obtain at the same time a 
large amount fur the revenue of the 
country. 

1 am satisfied that it is impossible to 
tax bets, but a method of taxing buok- 
makers could be adopted which would 
undoubtedly reduce vetting, and, in 
many cases, save persons who had to 
find ready money from ruining them- 
selves, as the tap would be stopped. 

If Parliament decides to legalise bet- 
ting the revenue -obtained would 
amount to, say, £4,000,000. the cost of 
coilection and supervision would not 
amount to 5 per cent.

Bookmakers upon race courses should 
be licensed at £25 per annum, giving 
a deposit of £250 to the Government a% 
a similar rate.

THE AIR PERIL. 


The highly important debate initi- 
ated by the Earl of Birkenhead in 
the House of Lords elicited a re- 
markable consensus of opinion as to 
Britain’s weakness in the matter of 
air defence and the need for reme- 
dial measures without delay. 

Lord Birkenhead repudiated any 
desire to attack the Government, 
and he expressly disclaimed any 
hostility to France. Indeed, all the 
speakers were careful to lay stress 
on the urgent necessity of maintain- 
ing aod improving our relations with 
our gallant allies. 

The vital point that emerges from 
the debate—and this applies also to 
the discussion in the Commons—is 
that Great Britain is lamentably 
weak in air defence 

The Navy can no longer be re- 
garded as our first line of defence, 
that position has passed to the avia- 
tion arm. We had our first actual 
experience of the importance of the 
air service in the late war; we were 
able to form some estimate of its 
possibilities from what then hap- 
pened, and if we are caught 
napping in the future it will be 
our own fault. 

Aviation has made great strides, 
machines are much more powerful! 
and better handled now, their 
destructive effectiveness is greatly | 
increased. And war cames with a 
suddenness that gives no time for 
leisurely preparation. 

Our ‘air force must be strength- 
ened as soon as possible. Whatever 
be the expense incurred it is a 
national insurance that must not be 
neglected. A one-Power standard 
is not an extravagant demand. It 
1s in harmony with our naval policy 
and is the least that will reassure 
and satisfy the country.

Mr. Asquith's colleagues followed 
the Labour lead bv supporting pen- 
sions for all, pensions for mothers, 
the national minimum wage and on 
the question of the Irish deporta- 
tions. About half of the National 
Liberals—foallowers of Mr. Lloyd 
George—did not follow Labour on 
these questions. If, however, the 
Liberal Party has no alternative 
to Labour on great issues of national 
policy, then it must inevitably dis- 


appear as a separate political 

entity.
